Lisbon .June 14.—(Special.)—Rich­ 
ard Reddick, colored, died at the coun­ 
ty infirmary Tuesday night. 
Reddick 
and his friends claim that he was a 
link connecting the 18th and 19th cen­ 
tury. 
They allege that he was 123 
years old. 
He comes from Wellsville. 
In early life he was a slave, but was 
given his freedom papers 20 years 
before 
the civil war. 
It is alleged 
that the papers set forth that he was 
born in 1777. 
Reddick did not claim 
to have been a body servant of George 
Washington, hut did assert that 
he 
had a personal acquaintance with the 
father of his country. 
Reddick was 
married three times and his 
third 
wife, who is now an inmate of 
the 
infirmary, is 73 years old. 
He was 
the father of several children, 
the 
youngest of whom is a son 65 years 
old. 
Reddick was taken to the 
in­ 
firmary a few months ago.

TWO GAVELS 


Made In Ohio For the Republican Con­ 


vention at Phila­ 


delphia. 


Nearly three years ago B. F. Smith, 
conceived the idea of making a gavel 
out of wood, pieces of which would 
represent every state and territory in 
the United Skates, and to have the 
gavel used iii t pening the Republican 
national convention of 
1900. 
After 
a long correspondence he secured the 
necessary we od. 
Smith made two gavels. 
Each piece 
of wood which enters in the makeup 
bears on it the name of the state or 
territory from which it came, the date 
when the state was admitted to the 
Union, and the number of delegates 
the state will have in the convention. 
The gold plates on the ends of the han­ 
dles were contributed by the editor of 
the Wyandot county Republican, and 
the date “June 1900,"’ was engraved 
upon them. 
The only piece from out­ 
side the United States is a piece of 
palm wood from near Jerusalem. 
The gavels will be sent to Senator 
Hanna or General Dick, to be used at 
the convention, and afterward one of 
them is to be the property of Senator 
Hanna and the other to be presented 
to President 
McKinley. 
Smith 
also 
made two canes of the same wood that 
entered into the construction of the 
gavels, and marked them in the same 
manner, indicating on them the elec­ 
toral votes each state will cast at the 
next election.

Justice of the Peace T. F. Schuyler, 
of Cammal, fatally injured and died 
shortly after being taken Iron the 
wreck. 
The wreck occurred at Cammal, a 
small village at the junction of the New 
York Central and Texas Oregon rail­ 
roads, 42 miles north of this city. The 
accident occurred on the latter road, 
which has the steepest grade in the 
state. 
The accident occurred while a logging 
train, consisting of an engine aud seven 
heavily loaded oars, were returning 
from the Black Forest region to Cam­ 
mal, where all the unfortunate men re- 1 
sided. While the train was descending 
an incline of 14 feet to the IOO, the 
brakes failed to work and the train stxm 
got beyond control. It gathered a fright­ 
ful momentum, and at the first sharp 
curve the engine jam ped the rails aud 
every car followed. 
They plunged over a 300-foot preci­ 
pice and rolled into a ravine below. 
The engine aud cars were demolished 
and the freight of human beings were 
crushed beyond recognition. It is be­ 
lieved that several other persons will be 
found dead when the debris is removed.

Have Heard cf the Boxers and Are 


Too Badly Scared to Talk 


About Th tm. 


Local Chinamen have heard of the 
Boxers, but are strictly non-commit 
tai. It is impossible to get any of the 
half-score Orientals in East Liverpool 
to say a word one way or the other 
regarding the ociety in their native 
land that has aroused the armed in­ 
terest of a1! tWb powers in Christen­ 
dom. 
This is all the more strange because 
the Chinese in this city are unusually 
intelligent and will discuss with un­ 
usual freedom most subjects brought 
before them by any one who has se­ 
cured 
their 
friendship. Questioned 
regarding the Boxers all declared that 
all they had heard of the organization 
was what they had heard from East 
Liverpool people, their customers, who 
had told them about the trouble at 
home. 
They declare that they never heard 
of the Boxers in China, and that the 
new society must have arisen since 
they left the Orientt. But this bland 
and childlike ignorance is apparently 
insincere. 
Their attitude on this matter may 
he explained 
by 
recent 
dispatches 
from the west, which state that agents 
of the Boxers are in this country and 
every Chinaman in America is under 
close surveillance. 
Every Chinaman 
in this country hopes some day to re­ 
turn to China and ho fears the ven­ 
geance of the Boxers if he should of­ 
fend them here. 
This dread of the 
Boxers is due to the belief prevalent 
among the Chinese that they are su­ 
pernaturally endowed. 
They believe 
the Boxer is immortal and although 
he may fall in battle, the common be­ 
lief is that he can rise 
again 
un­ 
harmed and continue fighting. 
The 
fear of these fanatics can he imagined 
when it is known that even in Amer­ 
ica the Chinese immigrants fear to 
say anything about them. Similar ret­ 
icence was observed 
when 
efforts 
were made years ago to find 
what 
Amerlcan-Chinese knew of the High 
Binder societies.

W e enter our proteat against the doctrine 
th a t the president or congress can govern ae 
quired territo ry outside anil independently of 
the constitution of the U nited Stat*-s, as a doc­ 
trin e u tterly subversive of every foundation 
principle of onr government. 
The Declaration of Independence, the flag 
and the constitution must every where stand 
together, as emblems of human lil>erty and 
equal rights for all, ami where one goes, all go. 
We, therefore, denounce imperialism, under 
any pretense, as necessarily leading to mili­ 
tarism and as wholly foreign to our system of 
governm ent, and declare that neither con 
gm ts nor the president can exercise any power 
w hatever not derived from the constitution. 
W e, therefor*-, denounce the Porto Ricon tariff 
b ill aa a palpable violation of the doctrines of 
the fathers and of the fundam ental principles 
of our governm ent, which is based upon equal 
rights to all. 
T rusts and monopolies form ed for the par 
pose of arbitrarily controlling production and 
prices in th e interest solely of combined capi 
tai, if allow-od to go, can result only in indus 
trial serfdom for th e m ass of people. We, 
therefore, oppose such combinations and d* 


rn and mat. not only snail existing iftw-s against 
combinations in restraint of trade be rigidif 
e n fo rc e , but believing that prot*-*-jive tariff.* 
and railway discrim inations have been, and 
still are. the chief supporters of monopolies. 
We favor the return of all duties from im ­ 
p o r ts monopolized by trusts and also dem and 
the enactment and enforcem ent of such legis­ 
lation as will prevent exery species of dis 
crim ination, and b e lie v e that the courageous 
and h o n e s ! application of tin- 
Democratic 
maxim of “equal r i g h t s to ail and special pnv 
lie g e s to none” w ill b e effective to de-troy and 
thereafter prevent any tru st or com bination 
of capital that is prejudicial to tin* general 
welfare ; we demand tin- repeal of all l;t\a- 
giving special privilege to any person, class, 
locality or intel est. 
We denounce tin currency law passed by ti.a 
present congi i- s which transfers to the banks 
the entire contr*)! of th*- paper ru rn ig ry , thus 
laying tic- foundation for a money trust which 
will h a v e j*>wei to control th*- prices of all 
property and to stim ulate or strangle busi 
ness; on the other hand, by requiring tim gov­ 
ernm ent to risk em all forms of currency in 
gold, it continues and m ultiplies the evils of 
the “endless chain” and imposes upon the gov­ 
ernm ent the e n t i r e burden of supplying gold 
for export we never dem anded and to obtain 
which it must issue bonds when m-eessary, 
thus neci-Ksitating not only perpetual debt, but 
fo ra perpetually increasing debt. 
In lieu of a currency of bank p ro m is e s to 
pug, to be expanded and contracted as the in 
tereat of lmnks alone may dictate, we demand

Declaring It Necessary to Improve the 
Calcutta Road From Wall Street to 
Riverview Cemetery. 
RESOLVED by the council of the city 
of E ast Liverpool, Ohio, two thirds of 
all the members elected thereto con­ 
curring, that it is necessary, and its in­ 
tention is hereby declared, to improve 
the Calcutta road from Wall street to 
the Riverview cemetery in the follow­ 
ing manner: 
First, From Wall street to the north 
line of McKinnon avenue 
the 
east 
thirty feet of the street shall be grad­ 
ed to the grade established. 
Second, The curbing shall be set on 
the east curb lineand a roadway of 16 
feet in width shall be paved along next 
the east sidewalk. 
Third, From McKinnon avenue to 
Riverview cemetery the west thirty 
of the said stre e t'shall be graded in 
ach manner as to cut seven feet off 
top of the summit of what is known as 
McKinnon’s hill, and the curb shall be 
set on the west curb line and a road­ 
way nine (9) feet in width shall be 
paved along next the west sidewalk. 
The roadway shall be composed of 
the best quality of roadway paving 
cricks set on edge. 
Fourth, W hatever else is necessary 
the way of drainage and broken stones 
to complete the job shall be done. 
The work shall be done in accord­ 
ance with the plans and specifications 
on file in the office of the city engineer 
and under his supervision. 
The cost and expense of the said 
improvement, except so much thereof 
as is required by law to be placed on 
the general tax list, with such further 
sums as council may elect to collect 
t>y general taxation, shall be levied 
and assessed on the abutting lots and 
lauds and such adjacent contiguous 
and other benefitted lots and lands as 
council shall specify in the ordinance 
authorizing the said improvement. 
The said assessm ents shall be col­ 
lected in five (5) annual installments, 
if deferred, and bonds will be issued in 
anticipation of the collection of the 
same, and the City Clerk is hereby in­ 
structed to have this resolution pub­ 
lished in a newspaper of general cir­ 
culation within the corporation and 
the City Marshal is hereby authorized

FROM 1803 TO 1901.

the Federalists nopea to win irom nim eisewnere. 
m e iedl animus 01 th® 
contest in Ohio was, therefore, to prevent the admission of the state until 
after the presidential election of 1804. 


The Federalists had the best of the argument in so far as the require 
dents of the fifth article of the Ordinance of 1787 were concerned, it being 
ampulated th a t when “any of the states (provided for in the Ordinance) 
ihall have 60,000 free inhabitants therein, such state shall be admitted bv 
delegates into the congress of the United States, on an equal footing with 
the original states, in all respects whatever.” 


The Contending Views. 


The contention of the Federalists was that the eastern state, or Ohio 
as defined in the fifth article of the Ordinance, contained less than 60 OOO 
free inhabitants and, therefore, was not eligible to admission. 
The Demo­ 
crats set up two contentions: 
I. That the census of 1800 was not properly 
taken, and th a t it actually had the required population. 
2. That Congress 
bad the power to adm it the state with a less population, it only being manda 
tory that congress should adm it the state when it had a population of 60.000 
Which of these contentions prevailed with the Jefferson Democrats iD 
congress is not altogether clear at this distance; suffice it to say that in 1801 
congress passed an “enabling act,” and in the same year a convention was 
called to fram e a constitution preparatory to admission to the Union. 
In 
1802 that convention was chosen by the people, met at Chillicothe on the 
first day of November in the same year, framed 
the organic law, and on the 
29th of the sam ? m onth declared it not only completed, but ratified, 
and 
in full force and effect. 
On the 17th day of February, 1803, congress passed an act admitting 
Ohio as a state to the Union, which act became operative on the day on 
which the legislature assembled and organized. 
An election had already 
been held under the provisions of the constitution, a governor and legisla­ 
ture elected, and the two houses met and organized on the first day of March, 
1803, and then the state was entitled to two senators and one representative 
in congress. 
The advocates and prom oters of the state organization, who had rallied 
under the banner of Democracy, were regnant, while those who opposed it 
enjoyed but slight opportunity to attain office or political consideration 
except in isolated localities. 
In fact, the Democratic party at that time 
constituted nearly the whole of the voting population. 
The majority of 
them wpre undoubtedly Democrats from conviction, but a considerable pro­ 
portion of them, it may be assumed, professed adherence to the party as a 
matter of policy and for the purpose of attaining office. 
The successive defeats of the Federal party in the presidential elections 
of 1804, 1808, 1812, 1816 and 1820, quickly destroyed all semblance of organ­ 
ization am ong the Federalists of Ohio. 
Many of them were chosen to office, 
but they were never factors in the political affairs of the state. 
The Federal leaders began to grow more liberal in their views. 
At the 
game time m any of the most distinguished leaders of the Democratic party, 
some of them disappointed in their aspiration for office, and some moved 
by broader and deeper considerations, became more conservative. 
N atur­ 
ally these elem ents began to cast about for a common ground where they 
could meet and unite. 
The opportunity first presented itself in 1824, when four candidates for 
the presidency, Andrew Jackson of Tennessee, William ll Crawford of 
Georgia, John Quincy Adams of Massachusetts and Henry Clay of Kentucky, 
6tood for the suffrages of the American people. 
Jackson stood for the 
advanced section of the Democracy, favoring a strict construction of the 
constitution, and in antagonism to the Bank of the United States, and other 
measures originating with the Federalists. 
Crawford stood for the sena­ 
torial cabal, which arrogated to itself the right to dictate the presidential 
iuccession, and th a t section of the Democratic party which it controlled. 
Adams, in a sense, represented the broken and disheartened remnants 
Of Federalism and the most conservative element of all parties. 
Clay was 
the most liberalized of the opponents of Jacksonianism, and was the pro­ 
nounced champion of internal improvements and a protective tariff. 
None 
of them adm itted th a t they stood for Federalism pure and simple. 
These introductory generalizations will suggest to the reader the inher­ 
ent greatness of the state, which was represented during the first century 
of its existence, in the senate and congress of the United States, by th* 
eminent men whose nam es grace the pages of history. 


OHIO SENATORS. 


THOM AS WORTHINGTON OK ROSS COUNTY. 


Thomas W orthington ran nearly the full gamut of official and civic, ae 
Well as m ilitary preferment, serving as magistrate, sheriff, member of the 
territorial legislature, member of the constitutional convention of 1802, rep­ 
resentative in the Ohio legislature, speaker pro tempore of the house, canal 
commissioner, governor, United States senator, and discharged many official 
trusts under the federal government. 
In every position he was distinguished 
for his fidelity and energetic devotion to every trust devolved upon him. 
In his message to the legislature on the 2d of December, 1817, he said. 
"The fund ($3,500) made subject to my control by the last general assembly, 
besides paying the ordinary demands upon it for the articles mentioned in 
the resolution 
of the legislature 
of January 28, 1817, has enabled me to 
purchase a small but valuable collec­ 
tion of books, which are intended as 
a commencement of a library for the 
state. 
In the performance of this act 
I was guided by what I conceived the 
best interest of the state, by placing 
within the reach of the representatives 
of the people such information as will 
aid them in the discharge of the im­ 
portant duties they are delegated to 
perform.” 
On the 17th of January, 1818. by a 
resolution introduced in the house by 
v 
Judge 
Gustavus 
Swan of 
Franklin 
•ii county, the library was accepted by 
^ 
the state, and has since grown into 
a splendid monument to its lounder, 
notwithstanding the niggardly policy 
- 
of succeeding legislatures, which, while 
they have provided for its care and accretions to it, have never made such 
Appropriations a i would enable a competent librarian to make topi* a an 


inference catalogues of it.

As governor he was the untiring advocate of popular arc 
universa 
fro* education, the opening of public highways throughout the state or i s 
dfvflopm ent, and a com pete and effective system of internal im provem ent 


After having acquitted himself with high honors, both as United States 
senator and governor, he did not consider it beneath his dignity to again 
enter the popular branch of the state legislature, which he did in 1821-1822, 
1S23-1824, to promote the canal system which he had recommended to the 
legislature in a special message in 1817. 
In 1822-1823, in conjunction with 
Benjamin Tappan, Jerem iah Morrow, Isaac Minor and Alfred Kelly, as a 
canal commission, he reported the feasibility of the proposed system of 
canals, which report was unanimously adopted, and the work of its con­ 
struction was begun in 1825 and completed ten years later. 
He was born in Jefferson county, Virginia, in 1773. and died at Chil­ 
licothe in 1827, at the comparatively early age of 54. 
He came from Vir­ 
ginia to Chillicothe in his earliest manhood. 
By profession he was an 
attorney. 
His pen added much to the early literature of the territory and 
state during the pioneer period. 
He was a graceful and forceful writer, 
and his MSS. and correspondence are of great historical value. 
In politics he was a Democrat of the Jefferson school, and an intim ate 
and confidential friend of that great statesman. 
His political convictions 
were strong and aggressive. 
To his energy and exertions, not only in the 
territory, but at W ashington before congress, the cabinet and the president, 
is most largely due the early admission of the state to the Union. 
Tiffin, 
Massie, Syrames, Dunlavy, Meigs, Jr., Ludlow, Kerr, Goforth, Baldwin, 
Tappan and the other Democratic leaders made him the executive head 
of the movement, and he worked untiringly until success crowned his efforts. 
The United States senatorship came to him spontaneously in recognition 
of these services. 
In the allotm ent of term s in the United States senate in 
1803 he drew the short or four years term. 
In 1810 he was elected to the 
senate a second time, but resigned In 1814 to assume the office of governor, 
to which he had been elected by a vote of 15,879 to 6,171 for Otheniel Looker, 
of Hamilton county. 
He was re-elected governor in 1816 and served till 
1818. 
W hile he was not a candidate for further senatorial honors, his 
friends in the legislature voted for him for the position in 1819, 1822 
and 1824. 


JOHN SMITH OF HAMILTON COUNTY. 


John Smith, the second of the two senators first chosen on the first 
of April, 1803, and the head of the junior line of succession, was among 
the early pioneer settlers of the Northwest territory at Cincinnati. 
He was 
a Democrat and took an active part in the affairs of the territory and the 
infant state. 
He was a member of both the territorial legislatures from Hamilton 
county, having previously filled the office of civil m agistrate, under the 
appointment of Governor A rthur St. Clair, a member of the constitutional 
convention of 1802, and served as United States senator for a little more than 
five years, when he resigned, under a cloud, as noted hereafter. 
By profession he was an attorney-at-law. and was originally a Baptist 
minister; he was a man of marked ability and took an active part in the 
formation of the state government, differing for a time, however, with his 
political associates as to the proper method of dividing the territory, and 
at first supported the scheme, said to have been advanced by Governor St. 
Clair, to include a part of what is now the state of Indiana and the whole 
of the present state of Michigan in the proposed new state. 
Eventually, however, he abandoned that scheme and united with Edward 
Tiffin, John Cleves Symnies. Thomas W orthington, Jerem iah Morrow, W il­ 
liam and Aaron Goforth, Nathaniel Massie, Michael Baldwin, Elias Langham 
and others as to the original boundaries of the state, and was a powerful 
factor in bringing about the early admission of Ohio to the Union. 
To his 
labors in this behalf he undoubtedly owed his elevation to the United States 
senate. 
Wrhat promised to be a brilliant political career was sudde nly cut short 
in 1808. 
The Burr-Blennerhassett conspiracy to dismember the Union and 
set up a southwestern confederacy, and which culminated In 1806-1807, led 
to his downfall. 
The boats, arm s and munitions of war yf the conspirators 
were seized at Marietta and at other points along Hie Ohio river by General 
John S. Gano and Colonel Return Jonathan Meigs. Jr., under the direction a! 
Governor Tiffin, as well as a great many papeis at the home of Blenner­ 
hassett, on the island below the city of Marietta, and other points, giving 
the details, extent and ramifications of the plot. 
Among the papers and correspondence were letters strongly incrim ­ 
inating Smith as being, if not actively, at least passively in favor of the 
movement. 
The facts thus disclosed were communicated to the legislature, 
made up almost entirely of his political associates, and a concurrent resolu­ 
tion was unanimously adopted by the two houses demanding his resignation. 
On the 7th of December, 1808, Acting Governor Thom as Kirker sent a 
message to the legislature notifying it that Senator Smith had complied with 
the demand, and Return Jonathan Meigs was elected to succeed him. 
A movement had been set on foot to prosecute Mr Smith for treason, 
but it was dropped after his resignation, and he quickly disappeared from 
public view, as much the victim of am bition’s impulse, perhaps, as delib­ 
erate treason. 
His most intim ate friends always maintained that he was absolutely 
guiltless even by implication. 
He was of Virginia lineage and was born in 
1735, and died at Cincinnati June IO, 1816. 
When the charge of treasonable 
conspiracy was made against him in the United States senate, a resolution 
of expulsion from that body failed by a single vote. 


EDW ARD TI K U N OK 
ICON* COUNTY. 


Dr. Edward Tiffin was born at Carlisle, England. June 19, 1766, and died 
at Chillicothe, Ohio, August 9. 1829 
He began the study of medicine at 
the place of his birth after receiving a thorough gram m ar school education. 
At the age of 18, shortly after the close of the War of the Revolution, with 
which he had strongly sympathized, he emigrated to the United States, set­ 
tling in Berkeley county, Virginia. 
He graduated from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1789 and entered on the practice of his profession. 
He 
m arried the sister of Thomas W orthington at Charleston, Va. 
He had acquired the ownership of a number of negro slaves, whom be 
m anum itted and provided for in 1796, t rid removed to Chillicothe, where he 
continued the practice of medicine and soon became identified with contem ­ 
poraneous politics, being a follower of Jefferson and a strong and aggressive 


D em ocrat 
His public services cover nearly the whole period of time from 1799 to 
the date of his death in 1829. 
In 1799 he was elected to the territorial 
legislature from Ross county, and was chosen speaker of th at body, which 
position he filled until 1801. 
In 1802 he was elected a member of the con­ 
stitutional convention which framed the original organic law of the state, 
and presided over the deliberations of th a t historic body, which launched 
one of the greatest American states on the political deep. 
In 1803 he was chosen the first governor of the state by the unanimous 
suffrage of the people. 
The term, by special provision of the constitution, 
continued until the first Monday of December, 1805. 
On the second Tuesday 


of October, 1805, he was ejected for a ~ecouu leim o. m o 
i 
the unanimous voice of the people. 
On the first of January, 1807, he was elected United Ft ates r 
v 
succeed Thomas W orthington, whose term expired on the 4th o ' 
th at year. 
He resigned the office of governor, arid Thomas K.’rner, 
of the senate, became acting governor. 
In the year 1809 he resigned the senatorship, unexpectedly to 
friends and r^H ieal associates.

This is all the more strange because 
the Chinese in this city are unusually 
intelligent and will discuss with un­ 
usual freedom most subjects brought 
before them by any one who has se­ 
cured 
their 
friendship. 
Questioned 
regarding the Boxers all declared that 
all they had heard of the organization 
was what they had heard from East 
Liverpool people, their customers, who 
had told them about the trouble at 
home. 
They declare that they never heard 
of the Boxers in China, and that the 
new society must have arisen since 
they left the Orientt. 
But this bland 
and childlike ignorance is apparently 
insincere. 
Their attitude on this matter may 
be explained 
by 
recent 
dispatches 
from the west, which state that agents 
of the Boxers are in this country and 
every Chinaman in America is under 
close surveillance. 
Every Chinaman 
in this country hopes some day to re­ 
turn to China and ho fears the ven­ 
g e a n c e of the Boxers if he should of­ 
fend them here. 
This dread of 
the 
Boxers is due to the belief prevalent 
among the Chinese that they are su­ 
pernaturally endowed. 
They believe 
the Boxer is immortal and although 
he may fall in battle, the common be­ 
lief is that he can rise 
again 
un­ 
harmed and continue fighting. 
The 
fear of these fanatics can be imagined 
when it is known that even in Amer­ 
ica the Chinese immigrants fear to 
say anything about them. Similar ret­ 
icence was observed 
when 
efforts 
were made years ago to find 
what 
Ainoi ican-Chinese knew of the High 
Binder societies.

At this point Chairman Huntington 
turned the gavel 
over to Attorney 
Charles H. Baker, of Cfi oinuafi, his 
voice giving out. 
Baker presided for 
the balance of the day. 
The reports of the committees on per­ 
manent organization and rules aud or­ 
der of business were presented aud 
adopted. The committee on resolutions 
then produced the platform, which was 
read by Judge Alvin Smalley, of Wyan­ 
dotte. 
The platform was adopted.

W e, therefore, denounce the Porto Kiron tariff 
bill aa a palpable violation of the doctrines of 
the fathers and of the fundam ental principles 
of our governm ent, which is based upon equal 
rights to all. 
Trusts and m onopolies fornu-d for the pur­ 
pose of arbitrarily controlling production and 
prices in the interest solely of combined capi 
tai, if allowed to go, can result only in indus­ 
trial serfdom for the mass of people. We, 
therefore, oppose such nam hi nations and de­

e*ter the presidential election of 1804. 


The F e d e ra lists h a d the best of the argument in so far as the req u ire­ 
ments of th e fifth article of the Ordinance of 1787 were concerned it being 
stipulated t h a t w hen “ a n y of the states (provided for in the Ordinance) 
tball h av e 60,000 free in h a b ita n ts therein, such state shall be admitted by 
delegates in to the co n g re ss of the United States, on an equal footing with 
the original states, in all respects w h atev er.” 


The Contending Views. 


The c o n te n tio n of th e Federalists was that the eastern state, or Ohio, 
as defined in the fifth article of the Ordinance, contained less than 60,000 
free i n h a b ita n ts and, therefore, was not eligible to admission. 
The Dem o­ 
crats set up two co n te n tio n s: 
1. T h a t the census of 1800 was not properly 
taken, and t h a t it actu ally had the required population. 
2. That Congress 
bad the p o w er to a d m it the state with a less population, it only being m anda 
tory that congress should a d m it the state when it had a population of 60.000 
W hich of these co n te n tio n s prevailed with the Jefferson Democrats in 
congress is not a lto g e th e r clear at this distance; suffice it to say that in 1801 
congress passed an “e n a b lin g a c t , ' and in the same year a convention was 
called to f r a m e a c o nstitu tio n preparatory to admission to the Union. 
In 
3802 th a t convention w as chosen by the people, met at Chillicothe on *ha 
first day of N o v em b er in the same year, framed the organic law, and on the 
29th of th e s a n n m o n t h declared it not only completed, but ratified, and 
to full force a nd effect. 
On th e 17th day of February, 1803, congress passed an act admitting 
Ohio as a s ta t e to th e Union, which act became operative on the day on 
which th e legislature assembled and organized. 
An election had already 
been held u n d e r the provisions of the constitution, a governor and legisla­ 
ture elected, a n d the tw o houses met and organized on the first day of March. 
1803, and th e n the state w as entitled to two senators aud one representative 
in congress. 
The a d v o cates and p rom o te rs of the state organization, w ho had rallied 
under the b a n n e r of Democracy, were regnant, while those who opposed It 
eDjoyed b u t slight o p p o rtu n ity to attain office or political consideration 
except in isolated localities. 
In fact, the Democratic p a rty at that time 
constituted nearly the w hole of the voting population. 
T he majority of 
them were u nd o u b te d ly Dem ocrats from conviction, but a considerable pro­ 
portion of them , it m a y be assumed, professed adherence to the party as a 
matter of policy and for the purpose of attaining office. 
The successive defeats of the Federal party in the presidential elections 
of 1804. 1808, 1812, 1816 and 1820, quickly destroyed all semblance of o r g a n ­ 
ization a m o n g the Fed e ra lists of Ohio. 
Many of them were chosen to office, 
but they w ere never factors in the political affairs of the state. 
The F e d e ra l leaders began to grow m ore liberal in th eir views. 
At the 
*ame time m a n y of the m o st distinguished leaders of the Democratic party, 
iome of th e m disappointed in their aspiration for office, and some moved 
by broader a n d deeper considerations, became more conservative. 
N a t u r ­ 
ally these e le m e n ts began to cast about for a common ground where th ey 
could meet a n d unite. 
The o p p o r tu n ity first presented itself in 1824, when four candidates for 
the presidency, 
Andrew’ Jackson of Tennessee, William 
H Crawford 
of 
Georgia, J o h n Quincy A d am s of Massachusetts and Henry Clay of Kentucky, 
stood for t h e suffrages of the American people. 
Jackson stood for the 
advanced section of the Democracy, favoring a strict construction of the 
constitution, a n d in a n ta g o n ism to the Bank of the United States, and other 
measures o rig in a tin g with the Federalists. 
Crawford stood for the se n a ­ 
torial cabal, w hich a rro g ated to itself the right to dictate the presidential 
cuccession, a n d th a t section of the Democratic party which it controlled.
